"How (Id Uie I'ersiniis treat Christians 
and Europeans? " 

"Not badly, if their fanaticism is not 
aroused. Then llioy become daii/;eroug 
A few years ago if u European consorted 
with a Persian woman he wus killed at 
once, or obliged to turn Mohammedan 
and marry her. Even now it would cre- 
ate the greatest trouble, so that Euro- 
peans confine their attentions to the Ar- 
' ' menian women of tho native Christian 
population. When the shah's wives drive 
through the streets men go ahead to 
clear tho streets nud warn all persons to 
concoftl themselves. If a man has no 
chance of getting iiwiiy he turns his face 
arouud and does not look, on pnin of be- 
ing roughly handled or perliap; killed on 
tho spot. Kuropuana are cumpulled to do 
the same thing. 

In June of last year, owing to tho ia- 
tonse boat, I was compelled to move uiy 
family out of Ihu city, (ni my way to 
the country I met a largo force of soldiers 
escortingj llic .siiali's wives. If a I ersitm 
had chanced to glance al the royal Utdies 
in such circumsluncos he wouiil have 
fared haril, but the foreign legalious have 
rights and privileges of their own, so I 
' stood my grouml. Some twenty of tho 
mounted guards violently atlaclccd us and 
beat my servants and their horses In the 
elTort to drive thcui back I directed them 
to stand their ground, and things were 
looking serious, when one of tlic ijueens 
who recnguized the servants of iny Icga- 
i- • tion by their badges, sent her chief eunuch 
to call the soldiers away. \\ c were then 
allowed to puss through without further 
molcslatloiL 

This attack Was an insult to the dignity 
of the legation too great to bo overlooked, 
and I wrote a note to the minister of 
foreign a" airs demanding satisfaction im- 
mediately. The reply to my note being 
tardy and evasive, 1 felt it my duty to in- 
form the minister of foreign allalrs that 
unless my terms were granted iu thirty- 
, six liours I should haul down the I'ag and 
' Remand my passport. '1 he lesnlt jnstiiijd 

|ny actioiv vVithuui going into details, I 

I i say that not only was the most amp'o 
' ' satisfaction rendered us wilhin thirty si.\ 
hours, but my course received the ap- 
proval of the entire diplonnitic corps and 
added to the hiuh prestige awarded to 
foreign legations at the court of I'cr.'iia.

1 ordered oiu- inilitarj' 
guard to load their arms, and slalioned 
them at the weak poinl.s where tlie mob 
might enter. inal<ing prepuralii iii also to 
send niy family to a jilac-' of safely Hap- 
l)ily the earnest ellons of the authorities 
were successfu! in (|in.'lling the rioi. 

"J.ast spring the o,'.:cial paper, Shereef, 
published an article that was clisrespe;:t- 
lul to I'resident i Iceland. I immedi- 
ately demanded thai a full correction 
should be nuuie ami a new article printed, 
in which lie shotild be treated with the 
greatest honor.

THE SCHOOL TEACHERS AND 

THEIR ASSAILANT. 

Our excoUent morning friend is already 
harking back on tho acliool question, and 
ia now of opinion that uffaiw aru not so 
bad as bo at first suppoaod, or as "Con 
Anioro," nn anonyn^i^US^correspondent, 
led him to bolievo* He commences by 
asaertinf; in very positive terms that ho 
did not write the "Con^Anioro" letter. 
Uia assertions of imioconco are so decided 
and his feolinga, ap|)aroiitly, are so bruised 
by the aocusaUoii that tho pubUc are 
bound to accept his denial, and we now 
acquit liim by saying that we believe 
he was not tho autiior. It ia true that 
the mere publication of a communication 
does not make an editor morally (altiiougli 
it may legally) rosponsihlo for the stato- 
meata or opinions cuutainod therein; but 
when an editor — who has opportunities 
for prosecuting inquiries which few people 
poBqea8---»4jnc(ualitiedly and boldly endorses 
the statements or accusal ior.s of a cnrra- 
Bpondont, ho becomes the spoiisur in every 
Beiise for his correspmidenl'a statements 
and^'niMBt'^tand or fall by them. This our 
morning neighbor haa dune. He has cor' 
tified to the correclneaa of "Con Amore'a" 
disgraceful and, in tho m iin, untruthful 
statemonta. lie lias buconie "Uon Amore's" 
champion and juatiliur, and fur all the 
practical purpoaos of discussion, is "Con 
Aniore." It is idle for our good friend to 
plead not guilty to tho charge of having 
stated th&t a 8piri^.,pf^,iDaubordinatioii 
is rife at .^he pubUd*' schools. "Con 
Aniore" remarked that that spirit 
prevailed, and the Standard in iSlon- 
day'a issue vouched for the cor- 
xeotnesB of.<the"8tatoments of its corres- 
pondent. Therefore, the editor is in the 
pillory — IB a vicarious autl'eror for the 
misstatementB of "Oun Ainore," who is 
ashamed to write over his own signature 
or avow the authorship of a letter which 
contained perhaps an atom of truth to a 
great masa of falaeliond. Witl-.out ad- 
mitting the o.xiateiico of any iii.subordina - 
tion we stated that if such should prove, 
on inquiry, to be the fact, the editor of 
the Standard ia responsible, more than 
any other man living or dead, for the 
prevalence of that feeling, and cited his 
unseemly conduct and remarks on the oc- 
casion of a recent aupoliumont. He de- 
nies his responsibility; hut in the same 
breath declares that every time that that 
appoiDtinent is brought up it causes {sic) 
a "blush of shame tu the cheek of the 
whole governinuiit coiif raternity. " What 
does the man mean when he speaks of the 
"bluah of sharnol" Doe.s \w daro to in- 
sinuate that tilt) appuintment ia one of 
which any member of the- board has 
reason to be ashamed? Does ho intend to 
convey the impre.ssinn that tho a|)pointee 
is incompetent or otherwi.se until] Out 
with it, man! Don't beat iibout the 
bush. Tell the public why your usually 
impervious cheek — and heaven knows you 
have an adamantine one I — is reddened by 
the blush of shame and why you think 
the government's choek should assume the 
same huo whenever thoy think of 
that appoiiittnont. 'J'u nur mind the 
appointment waa one of the beat that has 
been made in the pi-uviiice, and uacli clay 
but tends to conlirm and 3lreni;tlien that 
opinion. The moral our valued neighbor 
draws from his— we beg pnrdvyn. Con 
Amore'a lefter — is tliat an attempt is bwinj; 
made to turn tho acliools into a vast 
political machine. Let u.s reisun with 
our good brother for a moment. Ad- 
mitting the truth of every statement of 
"Con Amore," and tho correctno.sa of tho 
suspicion of the St.uidard — vvh:it would 
follow 1 The dianiissal of the entire 
teaching staff frotn the siohoolii, all but 
one or two of whom received their n[)- 
pointments from a former ifi/i/zn;, and 
towards which they might naturally be 
supposed ^||)^r,lean — and the substitution 
of "submissive tools" of the govornmont. 
Tho new board has been in ollice nearly 
four months. During that period can our 
contemporary allow a single acl of iu- 
justico or oppression on; fcheir [)art ( Can 
he mention a single instance where a 
teachei(-has bullied a trustee I Where the 
board haiididniiased a teacher under any 
pretext whatsoever?. And, finally, where 
there has been' in.iubordination that has 
■ not been promptly _do,>lt with ( Will he 
place the board in posaoasion of tho name 
of the teacher who threatened to have 
her "big brother put a head" on tho 
principal of the, boysLgchooU If he will 
do all or any of these things (and as he 
has endorsed "Con Amoro's" letter, he 
ought to have tho fullest information at 
hand), ho may dep(md npun it that the 
board will act swiftly and with decision. 
As tho matter stands how can the board 
act upon tho allegationa of a person who 
haa not the inanlineds to i^ive his name, or 
of an editor wlm, liavin:,' end ir.iud tlie 
allegations, is n(jw prupured tu sweiir tliat 
ho Dover ondur.^ed tlioiii ul alK 

THE EYPULSluJToF TUB POLES. 

The steady e-fpulsion of Poles from the 
Prussian districts fidjaceiit to tlie Pru:;- 
sian frontier continues. An authority 
clainaing to be well-informed calcul.iles 
that no fewer than 20,000 peaaons, in- 
cluding 5,000 Jews, have already thua 
been sent about their business out of iliu 
eastern provinces of Prussia back into 
the Russian or the Austrian provinces 
which they left. Thu.i, in tho arroiidia- 
sement of Inowrrclaw alone, as many as 
700 non-Prusgian subjects, chiefly Polos, 
havo lately received [leremptory notice to 
quit within a stated time; while in Poaeu, 
according to accounts fioni that town it- 
self, 130 persons wer.i summoned before 
tho police a day or two ago to receive 
similar ordera. Other localities liave tho 
like tale to tell. Those moasurea of- ex- 
pulsion, it seems, do nut exclusively af- 
fect fresh immigrants, but alao numbers 
of well-to-do and law-abidinc people who 
have been settled for years on Pruaaian 
»oil and are now coiupallod to break up 
their long established homes. What are 
the principles which guulo the Prussian 
authorities in their aeloction of tho ex- 
pelled does nut appear, but thuir motives 
arefnow much the same as e.^piained two 
or ihreb months ago by tho minister of 
public worahip when questioned on the 
subject in the chamber. They are maiidy 
of two kinds, ecoiioniicnl and political. 
In the first place, the I'ruasian govern- 
'ment thinks itseit bound to stem that 
tide of westward immigration which 
threatens to swamp native industry and 
labor; and secondly, it aims at preventing | 
the increase of that Polish element in its

doubted — all tho less ao it will restore to 
Russia great numbers of her own subjects 
who fly to Germany to escape military 
aervice. A Poaon journal gives a circum- 
stantial account of the recent expulsion 
from Warsaw of about 140 Ptussiana of 
both sexes, who arrived at Alexandrovo 
on tho 19th August, "the men being ac- 
tually fettered in couples," while the wo- 
men were allowed to march unbauud. 
On the way to the frontier, suys tho re- 
port, they were lodged for tho night in 
the locul gaola, though, indeed, they might 
have done tho distance by mail in five 
hours at a much loss coat to the llussian 
govornmont. This reads more like a story 
of '.ho oxilea of Siberiajtlian of tho forci- 
bly repatriated sons of Prussia. Some of 
the banished ones wanted to return at 
their own expense by rail, but were com- 
polled to go by the road. Surely, how- 
ever, thia tale will turn out to be ^Luasly 
exaggerated.

A OUAVE OFFEIVCE. 

Three nicii Cli»i-j;e4l willi Seut- 
lliii^ a Ship lo Keciiie lii- 
siiruiice illoiiey. 

BAi.ri.MoitE, Sept. 14. — Frederick L 
Clayton, senior partner in the ship brok- 
erage linn of P. \j Claylon t<i Uo , Alfred 
Brothortoo and George W. lirown were 
to-day arrested on a charge of having con- 
spired to defraud insurance coin|janiej. 
Clayton owned tho brig O, T. Stillnian, 
of which Brotliorton was captain and 
Brown first mate. The brig sailed from 
Charleston, S. C, Septenilier 2ik1, 1884, 
with a cargo of Bfiivea for tlio \\ eal Indies. 
On Septenibur 2ltli alio was abandoned at 
sea, and her crew was picked up three 
days later, by a pas.sing schooner. In tho 
early part of .\pril, 188D, thu brig was 
picked ti|) and towed into' Bermuda, Her 
cargo iva,i insured for .^2l),0OO, ;ind all cf 
Ihia ainoiuit waa paid to CMaylon, on tho 
statement of Ca])t. Brut hei t' li that ho 
was compelled to abandon the brig because 
of heavy weather and tho unseaworthiness 
of the vessel. 

When the Stillman arrived at Bermuda 
sho was examined by agents of tho under- 
writers, and they found tho vosaol in ex- 
ooUunt condition, but wiih a tiuinbur of 
holes below the water line, which had 
evidentl}' boon bored from tho inside. 
The underwrilora at once put the matter 
into the hands of a detective, and they 
pushed it with all their energy. 

Clayton waa roleaaod on §10,000 bail, 
but for the (jthers bail was refused. A 
singular coincidoneo is the fact that only 
this morning information waa received 
hero that tho schooner McUoniild, which 
Brotherton took command of after the 
Stilloaan was wrecked, has been castaway 
off 'Turk's island, from where aho was 
ht und to Baltimore, and that the IVIoDou- 
ald waa also owned by Cltiytuii. The 
offunse with which Brotherton is charged 
is punishable witli death. Clayton has 
always stcod high in the community. 

Agitate*! hy Hendricks' Si>ee<:li. 

New York, Sept. 11. — A London 
cablegram saya; Tho aiioecli ot Uun- 
dricks at Indianapolis, Tuesday, undora- 
ing ParnoU'a demand for Irish I'arlia- 
montary independence, haa provoked a 
great deal uf hostile comment in England. 
'The London newspapers have so far fail- 
ed to notice the speech, but most of the 
provincial papers have devoted leaders to 
it and a majority of ihetii criticiae the 
speech adversely and bitterly. Mtmy of 
tho criticisms are baaed on aunlimental 
grounds and deplore the recurrence of 
anything calculated tu disturb the pleas- 
sant relations which were beoomint! so 
firmly cemented between England and 
America. S;)mo of them, more outspoken, 
treat tho Vico-Presidoiil's uUei-anuea as a 
serious grievaiicu, winch uill re((uiro 
some sort of diplomatic action. The Shef- 
lield Daily Telegraph conaidera the speech 
a distinct breach of the neutrality which 
should distinguish the words and acts of 
tho American Presidency toward a friendly 
govornment. Tho Eaatern Morning News 
of Hull coinplaiiia that Ilendricka wishes 
Paruell godspeed in a disloyal adventure. 
Tho VVeatern Daily Mercury of Plymouth 
believes that official notice will be taken 
of tho occurrence, which it regards aa of 
more importance than some oilier inci- 
dents which have etigagod allenlion, not 
only of diplomats, but of tho armies of 
the great powers, before now. Thu West- 
ern Dady Press of Bristol expresses the 
belief that .Americans now living in Eng» 
land will generally condemn tho utter- 
ances of the Amuri'can Vice- President, and 
especially tho aendiug of a cable measagu 
of sympathy from a meeting at which he 
spoke to onoourage Parnell iu his disloyal 
and revolutionary aims. 



Irish Ag;rarlan Outrages. 

DuuMN, Sept. 8 — ^Mr. Parnell is wild 
over the recent fre(itieiit occurrence of 
agrarian outragea and the wide-spread 
publicity that iiaa bwon given to them. 
The cauao of hia anger ia two-fold. Hu is 
chagrined at the :;;abi!ity of iiia lieuten- 
ants to prevent di.atiirbatices al this time, 
when ho has good rea.soiia for wmitiiig 
Ireland represented aa trantiuil; and he is 
indignant at tho avidity with which each 
petty quarrel or ruction is seized upon and 
telogi aphed far and wido for effect upon 
tho general elections. The Parnollites 
insist that tho outrages now reported 
every day in thoEiigliah papers are either 
invented altogether, or ore so distorted aa 
10 wholly miaropreaont the facta. They 
suggest aa u remedy that every one of the 
local reporters, who is found guilty of 
writing pattizan or exaggerated accounts 
of these ocourrohces- shall be boycotted.
